Defeat of the Nationalist troops 
followed treachery and defection 
of 7000 of their number who went 
over to Chang. former war lord of 
Shantung Province. 

The Nationalists, who were led 
by Gen. Liu Chen-Nien, began to 
retreat at 3 a. m., after reverses in 
a battle which had continued for 
two days east of the. city. They 
passed through the city eastward 
in the direction of Ninghaichow. 
leaving behind them large quanti- 
ties of munitions. 


Merchants Fear Looting. 


Shops all over the city were 
closed and shuttered tight and res- 
idents remained inside. The Chi- 
nese Chamber of Commerce sent a 
delegation’ to Chang to arrange 
peaceful transfer of the town. Loot- 
ing by the victorious troops was 
feared. 

The Shantung Marshal's 
immediately took charge of the 
cable station. the manager of 
which had previously asked a 
guard from the Trenton in the 
harbor. 

Thousands of Chang’s troops 
passed through the city pursuing 
the retreating Nationalists. They 
were well armed, and had trench 
mortars and machine guns. 

Treachery of a subordinate was 
assigned as the immediate cause of 
Liu Chen-nien's defeat. The sub- 
ordinate had charge of a sector of 
the western defenses. Last night 
he refused to carry out orders to 
attack, leaving a gap through 
whith the enemy advanced, forcing 
the Nationalists to retreat.

CONTEMPT CHARGE 


AGAINST AL CAPONE 


Gangster’s Excuse for Delay in 
Coming to Chicago 
Called False. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, March 27.—An order 
demanding that “Scarface Al” Ca- 
pone, Chicago gangster, show cause 
why he should not be held in con- 
tempt of court was issued today hy 
Federal Judge Charles E. Wood- 
ward on a petition from the Dts- 
trict Attorney’s office reciting that 
Capmsne’s affidavit that he was too 
ill to come from Florida to appear 
before a Federal grand jury two 
weeks ago was false. 

An attachment also was issu:d 
for Capone's arrest and bonds for 
his appearance fixed at $5000. The 
action was taken whHile Capon:, 
summoned from Florida to tell of 
liqnor traffic in Chicago Heights, 
was making his second appearance 
before the grand jury. He ap- 
peared bcfore the jury last week 
after gaining a continuance of 
more than a week on the repre- 
sentation that he was ill in Florida. 

Should Capone be found guilty 
©. contempt he would be liable to 
a year’s sentence in jajl and a fine 
of $1000. The affidavit Capone 
presented was signed by his physi- 
cians and said he was suffering 
from pneumonia. The District At- 
torney’s office claims he was seen 
at Miami race tracks while he was 
supposed to have been ill. 

Deputy United States Marshals 
last night raided the Lexington 
Hotel, reputed headquarters of the 
Capone gang in connection with 
the Federal grand jury investiga- 
tion into Capone’s affairs. Books 
and records were seized and George 
T. Miller, manager of the hotel, 
and several of his employes were 
subpenaed to appear before the 
grand jury for questioning. 

Capone signed his bond after 
leaving the grand jury room. It 
was understood his testimony was 
finished as far as the grand jury 
was concerned. He will be at lib- 
erty until a date is set for the 
contempt hearing. 


SPANISH FLYERS ASSERT FUEL 
SHORTAGE MADE THEM LAND 


Plane Could Have Continued to Rio 
Had Gasoline Not Run so 
Low, They Say. . 

BAHIA, Brazil, March 
Only lack of gasoline prevented the 
Spanish flyers, Capt. Ignacio 
Jimenez and Capt. Francisco Ig- 
lesias, from succeeding in their 
attempt to break the world’s rec- 
Ord for long-distance flights in 
flying from Seville, Spain to Rio 
de Janeiro. 

Capt. Iglesias today declared 
they had first sighted the Bra- 
villian coast over the State of Ba- 
hia, and had intended to keep on 
to Rio de Janeiro, when they dis- 
covered that their fuel was insuf- 
ficient. 

After a conference, they decid- 
ed it was best to land at the near- 
est flyftng field, which -was that at 
Camassary, near Bahia. 

Capt. Iglesias said that the 
plane, “Jesus del Gran Poder,” 
had stood up wel] against strong 
head winds for several hours. He 
was sure that they would have 
reached Rio had their supply of 
gasoline held out.

several cases. Some of them are 
still fugitives from justice. 

Many large employers of labor 
(notably railroads) have refused 
to honor their wage assignments 
and thus deprived them of vic- 
tims. Several Supreme Courts 
have held their so-called “pur- 


chases” to be mere devices to 
camouflage loans and evade 
uspry laws. <A statute has been 
prepared declaring these “pur- 
chases” to be loans and the 
Maryland Supreme Court recent- 
ly held it constitutional. Prior 
to thig decision the special stat- 
ute (called Section 16) was not 
offered generally for passage by 
Legislatures as it was thought 
unwise to do so until its valid- 
ity had been firmly determined.

These developments have de- 
prived salary buyers of a large 
income. They are now making 
@ desperate effort to stave off 
defeat. They are rich, resource- 
ful and vindictive. They have 
made open threats to destroy the 
uniform small loan law which 
is putting them out of business, 
and to ruin the interests which 
operate under the law. Al! this 
is perfectly natural an@ under- 
standable. 

Clever and Insidious, 

They have used clever and 
insidious methods in attempting 
to undermine and discredit the 
uniform small loan law and 
those operating under it. They 
have tricked perfectly upright 
people into assisting their pro- 
gram by misrepresentations and 
false statements. They have 
originated all sorts of propa- 
ganda to becloud the fundamen- 
tal issue (which is the real 
merit of the Missouri small loan 
law) by diverting attention to 
superficia] matters. They have 
flooded several] states with 
anonymous literature. The re- 
sult has been a confusion of is- 
sues which has actually deceived 
many honorable and disinterest- 
ed persons. 

If the people of Missouri knew 
the real causes of this agitation 
as we do, they would not stand 
for the emasculation of the very 
law which will ultimately clean 
up the situation. To do so would 
be to play the loan sharks’ game 
exactly as they want it played. 

Answering ‘specifically your 
telegraphed questions in the or- 
der asked, I will sar: 

The A. Il. L. A. has occasion- 
ally appropriated a sum  0of 
money to defray the expenses 
of a campaign to pass the small 
Joan law in a state where reme- 

fal legislation is urgently re- 
quired. Campatgns of this kind 
are often conducted entirely by 
local or national agencies with- 
out the participation of licensed 
lenders and in such cases no 
appropriation is made. 

Three thousand dollars was 
appropriated for Missouri in 
1927 and expended for the em- 
ployment of attorneys to assist 
in drafting the law, and for at- 
torneys and others to present the 
matter before the Legislature, for 
traveling expenses, telephone 
and telegraph tolls, and similar 
items, and for the preparation, 
printing, and distribution of edu- 
cational literature. 

Since the passage of the Mis- 
souri law, attorneys have been 
employed by the A. I. L. A. to 
assist in the campaign against 
salary buyers being waged by the 


by several State Legisia- 


Better Business Bureau and other! 
agencies. 


Various lenders have 
contributed the services and trav- 
eling expenses of their employes 
in the same work. I cannot state 
the extent of such expenditures, 
but know that considerable work 
has been done. 

At present several individual 
lenders and the A. I. L. A. are 
represented in Missouri! by at- 
torneys who are endeavoring to 
present the case to the public 
and to the Legislature. These at- 
torneys will recelve customary 
fees and expenses for such work. 
Civic and social agencies are 
likewise defending the integrity 
of this law, probably through 
their attornevs, but Ican give you 
no information about such ex- 
penditures. 

Indications of Lobby. 

As to expenditures by those 
opposing the law, I believe them 
to have béen large. There are 
indications of an extensive “‘lob- 
by” continuously at work direct- 
ly or indirectly on behalf of sal- 
ary buyers or because of their 
past activities in stirring up agi- 
tation. 

Regarding your reference to 
@ grand jury’ investigation, I 
know nothing about this beyond 
vague rumors. I do not know 
enough about it to make intelli- 
gent comment. There has been 
nothing to conceal in the lenders’ 
activities, and I canhot pay at- 
tention to malicious gossip or ir- 
relevant rumors. The real issue 
is the merit of the Missouri Small 
Loan Law and nothing should be- 
cloud it. 

Y have no knowledge or inti- 
mation whatsoever of a single 
penny having been spent by or 
through or on behalf of the li- 
censed lenders or any of their af- 
filiations or connections for il- 
legal, improper, or corrupt pur- 
poses and do not believe anything
